.than his repeated words and actions 
intended to call attention of the. peo- 
ple to the Imperative need of a live- 
lier respect for laws In this country. 
In several ways he has dore 
this. 


Most signally did he teach the lesson 
of obedience to the law when he di- 
rected his attorney-general to bring 
suit against the Northern Securities 
company. 
in this way ho brought 


home tho great lesson to the very ci- 
datel of capital. 
More recently in 


his action In the case of the assist- 
ant foreman of the government print- 
Ing office, he served notice upon lab- 
or organizations that they must not 
ma'Ke themselves superior 
'to the 


government undor which they live. 
And now. In his/ letter to Governor 
Durbln. of Indiana, the president has 
In tho strongest possible language, 
described the 'dangers of mob rule, 
and the Inevitable results of the vio- 
lation of law that has taken pface 
In the manifold lynchlngs In differ- 
ent parts of tho country. 


Governor Durbln of Indiana 
has 


fairly earned a high reputation by 
the way In which he upheld the ma- 
jesty of the law at tho time of the 
riots in Evansvllle In his state, and 
it was In giving thanks to Governor 
Durbln 
that 
the 
preslJent 
made public his views In regard.'to 
this matter In one of those virile, ut- 
terances for which ho is so famous. 


One paragraph In the president's 


letter should be printed
